Student Profile 
Adopted 



At least students will be 
recognised for any contribution 

they may make to Laurentlan, At 
a recent S.G.A. meeting Marlene 
Choiette of the computer depart- 
ment came up with an Idea that 
should Incite students to parti- 
cipate more In student activities. 
She suggested that Laurentlan 
adopt the Student Profile System 
and the S.G.A. voted to accept* 
Mrs. Choiette presented a brief 
summary. 

The student-non-academlcpro- 
flle Is a new concept at Lauren- 
tlan University and it would be a 
valuable service. In this profile, 
non-academic student achieve- 
ments would be collected and dis- 
tributed to areas where such ma- 
terial could be used Such data 
would be of great value to Psy- 
chological-Counseling ; to the 
Placement Officer; to the future 
Alumni system; to Laurentlan 
University when It hires summer 
students; or permanent employ- 
ees, to any person who Is reques- 
ted to write a letter of recomm- 
endation about a student; to the 
Athletic Department in determi- 
ning Its awards, to the A&'P.P, 
Committee In considering a bor- 
derline case, and finally to the 
student himself* 



This profile would Indicate 
what contributions any student 
made towards the better develop- 
ment of Laurentlan. The year 
book would be a fine example 
as to where this profile might 
appear* 

A three-man committee is to 
be appointed by SGA .President 
St. Aubln. They will be the 
authorities who will operate and 
maintain the system. Included In 
this committee wilt be one man 
who will deal with sports* one 
with student government, and one 
with the social activities. They 
will judge whether or not a stu- 
dent has sufficiently contributed 
In some organization in order to 
have the activity menttooned. it 
the system tails It will be due to 
them. Mrs. Choiette explained 
that It meant lots of work for 
her own department. 

A tentative list has been made 
of student non-academic profile 
but the committee may add to it . 
it they so desire* Mention would 
be given to; . 

a) scholarship* received . 

b) Dean's list 



The Laurentlan Senate, at a 
meeting on November 28, adopted 
the principle of adopting six stu- 
dents representees. 

The motion read: "that senate 
inform the Students* General As- 
sociation, that It accepts the prin- 
ciple of student representation on 
Senate and requests the SGA to 
prepare a brief outlining Its views 
and In particular its views on the 
method of selection* oo student re- 
presentation on Senate." 

The motion carried 22-2-1 

An amendment read: "that 
this motion be amended to pro- 
pose the SGA that toe number of 
student senate members be six" 
The amendment carried 22-1-3. 

SGA President Etienne St-Aubln 
said that this announcement was the 
culmination of student efforts star- 
ted in October. The SGA executive 
Etienne St-Aubln, Barry Michand, 
and Andre Fallu had met with a ' 
special three-man Senate commit- 
tee to put forward student recom- 
mendations. 

The Senate is delaying final 
action of acceptance until the SGA 
can reveal a plan on how the six 
student members will be appoin- 
ted. 

President Etienne St-Aubln stated 
that SGA plans call for two repre- 
sentatives to be chosen by council, 
three members to be electedat lar- 
ge, and one from the extension di- 
vision. 

The Laurentlan student repre- 
sentatives will be part of a 34 
member academic Senate. 

It wilt be one of the largest 
student representations In Canada.

Raising Residence RatesI! 

Action will be taken by resi- 
dence councils to get a general 
consensus of residence students 
opinions on the Issue of rising meal 
costs. 

The result of these consulta- 
tions will be brought by the pre- 
sidents of the residence councils 
to the attention of the Fees Com- 
mittee for their next meeting on 
Wednesday, December 18. 

Presently the costs are $400 
for meal costs with two meals a 
day for seven days. There is 
presently a miss-meal factor of 
90 meals. Average meal under 
the meal ticket Is $.90. 

The new proposals calls for an 
Increase in meal costs tor $460. 
There will be the same number of 

meals. The miss-meal factor 
will be Increased to 138. Average 

meal would be $1.05 

Another option calls for two 
meals a day for five days at a 
cost of $360. On weekends light 
meals would be served In the ca- 
feteria. 

Other Increase include $.90 flat 
rate for breakfast, $1.25 for lunch, 
$1,50 for dinner. 

Other projected costs to be de- 
cided later will be a possible 
Increase of room fees from $450 
to $485 for a double, $485. to $520 

for a single. 

. At an earlier meeting the Fees 

Committee, at the persuastloo of 
Committee, at the persuation of 
SGA executive, agreed that 
makeup year students must pay 
retroactively SGA fees of $30. and 
$10. college fee.

Will Tom James please stop looklas tor & Moulder tocryoa? 
In the last Issue of LAMBDA. Mr. James made a financial report 
of social events sponsored at Laurentlan *Ws vear. Tom James* 
Incidentally, is Chairman of the Board of social Acflritte*. 
In his report he blamed "the deadweight of the present enrollment 
of apathetic and In some cases childish slbbs." He also referred 
sneerlnglyto Laurentlan as "Cold-Ass U." But are his charges 
of that old standby excuse of "student apathy" really an attempt 
to cover up for Incompetency? 

Let us briefly examine his charges.*. 

First there was the Association Concert during Fro6h «eek,» To 
bring 'the Associations to&dtwry.. the MA, in conjunction with 
C.KSO # had to guarantee ten thousand dollars. Normally, when a 
popular group is on tour teh policy is for two or three universities 
to get the group on successive nights at a reduced rare. Not our 
Laurentlan solcial board who decided to go it alone and risk so much 
money. At the price of $3.50 per ticket and if all 160O Laurentlan 
stucents had attended, they would still have only collected $5600. 
at the door...ln effect, $4400. less than the guarantee. That the 
SGA lost only $1600. on this "adventuro"(to borrow M.r. James/ 
term) when they could have lost the shirt off their back does not seem 
to be apathy on the part of the students. Rather it was the gross 
overestimate of the Social Chairman In taking on such a project 
which was doomed to a loss. 

The next example given is the Five Bells Concert performed on 
Homecoming weekend. The concert was on Sunday evening. It was 
te final event of. an expensive weekend. The hockey game on Friday 
night cost $1.50 per student. On Saturday night there was a Home- 
coming Ball and that was approximately a $15.00 and up evening. 
£hore were various other expenses In that weekend such as meals 
booze, car maintenance, etc. To wind up the weekend there was a 
concertbut already many of the visiting graduates had left. The 
weekend had been long and expensive, many people Just could not 
be bothered going to a concert after such a hectic weekend* The 

wise course for mnay of these concerts is to have them on a weekend 
when there ar« few solcal dUtraetions ina tne Publicity Department 
can concentrate its full efforts towards success. The conclusion 
that can be drawn on the Five Bells Concert...what did you expect? 



The VIP dances were to be put on by the four colleges but under the 
supervision of the Social Chairman. The first dance was not fully 
explained to the people that it was not a semi-formal. Last year a 
similar VIP dance was a resounding success because this was explaln- 
„ed. But many freshmen have come here this fall (as every fall for 
that matter) and this fact should have been explained again. Also, 
little attempt was made to attract town students with no cars. Special 
bus service could have been organited* Was the dance couples only 
or was going stag acceptable? The band was also a disappointment 



After this first "adventure" of the VIP dances, the second flop does 
not require much explanation. 

Then Tom James lists the flascfc of Italian night which has always 
been such a great social success. This was a U* of S. project tut 
again there was mismanagement. In previous years this event 
was run by Italians. This year It was run by Just about everybody 
but. Only 100 couples attended of which It is reported forty couples (40) 
had been given complimentry tickets. A week later a Finnish Youth 
Group independantlyrananethnlcdanceatSampoHalt and made a large 
profit on a modest investment. By contrast that daance was run by 
Finns, There is a lesson to be learned here. Hopefully the perenlally 
popular Soiree Canadlenne will continue to be run by the French 
I Cultural Committee. 



One other factor should be mentioned. If our Social Chairman were 
an Independent businessman he would b*» ■•» t«* m* eyeballs in debt. 
He would have learned after his first "adventured—the fiasco of 
bringing the Association to Sudbury. But it is OUR money that is 
paying for his mistakes and his bad planning. It is the SGA (duly 
elected by the student body) that put Mr. James in his position and 
it is SGA money— OUR money— that he spends...and loses*

This does 
not prevent constructive aid 
and criticism but it does insure 
a fluid organization.
